Me great difficulty of the operation 
Was to maintain the loosened spina! 
eolumn in its normal position. The 
slightest false movement might bring 
about a rupture of the spinal cord and 
so Cause instant death. So the doctor 
luvented an apparatus in whieh the 
patient is placed. The apparatus is 
constructed as follows: 

AN APPARATUS OF HIS INVENTION 

A circular bandage of plaster is laid 
on a bed of wadding. Then over tlre 
wibbosity are plugs of wadding laid 
crosswise, aliowing of the tightening 
of the plaster band without having to 
fear for the child any 
in the functions of the abdominal thor- 
acie viscera. Ten to fiftecn minutes 
suffice for the construction of the ap 
paratus. After thit time the plaster 
is firm, the child can be brought to, 
and the operation is over. 

This plaster apparatus shoul! re- 
main on the body three or = four 
months. When it is taken off the back 
is flat. Then the first apparatus is re 
placed by a similar one for the same 
length of time. After the seeond or 
third appnratus the ehild is allowed to 
walk with a corset. That is the per- 
iod of convalescence. Th: absolute re 
moval of the deformity has taken ex- 
actly ten months. 

Of course, it should be understood 
that so far Dr. Calot has operated 
only upon children whose humps were 
just formed. He has never attempted 
anything of the Kind upon adults. Dut 
it is something to be able from now 
on to declare that there need be no 
more hunchbacks in the world. 

The Academie de Medecine congratu- 
lated Dr. Calot on his communication, 
and appointed] two of its members to 
make reports on this interesting ques- 
tion.

JOHN WILKES BOOTH 


A Man Who Says He Escaped and Went 
to G-rmany 

Christopher C. Litter, a German 
butcher, aged 50, to-day, after much 
reluctance, talked concerning reports 
that he had had recent correspond- 
ence with John Wilkes Booth, the as 
sassin Of Preeident Lincoln Ritter’s 
story begins in Germany, where he 
met Booth while the latter was in 
Europe selciting aid for the Coneder- 
ate Cuuse. Kitter’s father, with Carl 
Schurz and David Enoth, were ban- 
ished from Germany in 1852, Enoth 
foiling to brazil and Ritter to Amer.ca. 
The latter's son, be.ng in sympatiy 
With the Confederates, cime here, uaf- 
ter being persuaued by Booth. Young 
Kiitter landed at Bufialo, went with 
Looth to Lousville, tlience to Lexing- 
ton, hy., and joined Morgan’s troops. 
Tiree months later Ritter was wound- 
ed aud sent to a Cincinnati Lo-p tal. 
Aiter recovery Le returned to Ger- 


Inauy, to whieh country his father 
had been alowed to return. 
Ghe son, after receiving much 


money from his mother’s estate, came 
back to America, rejoining Booth at 
Baltimore of March ¥, 1865, and the 
two shortly weit to Washington, 
Where, Ritter says, ie took the cath 
of the Knights of the Golden Circle, 
oll third fioor of the old Vetn- 
sVivania Hotel. Ritter still has the 
knight's beige which was given him 
by Edwin Booth. Ritter siys Bootli 
told him at six o'clock on the even- 
ny Of the ussassination that he would 
expect him to be a loyal brother 
that night, but Ritter says ie did not 
know what was to occur. He spent 
the evening at the circle headquar-

ters. Edwin Brink, an actor, went 
With Booth to the theatre. Ritter 
learned of the assassination by the 
excitement on tlie streets, and by 


Booth’s rushing into the circle room 
ang saying he had broken his leg. 
Ritter says he went to Kolb & Fox's 


stable and got three siddle horses, 
and also pot the plasterers’ suits 
Sooth and his helpers donned. They 


went to Dr. Mudd, a rebel sympath z- 
er, for treatment, and later to. the 
home of Tom Jones, Mudd’s liostler. 
Booth sent Eiwin Fox, an setor, back 
to Washington to secure his citizen 
suit and private papenms. Fox put on 
the clothing, and after having stopped 
at the Harold farm to feed, was shot 


to death. In the meantime ao horse 
had kicked him, breaking his leg. 
On May 4th, Ritter says, he and 


Booth went to Philadelphia, and on 
May 6td sailed for Sout! America. The 
boat took fire and landed at Trinpiad, 
and from there they went overland on 
doukeys to Vara, Brazil, where they 
met Daniel Enoth or Unoth. Booth 
ultimately recovered, adopted — his 
ife’s fam ly mame, remained in South 
America, and then went to Germiuny, 
Where, Ritter says, he attended 
Booth’s second wedding at Hanover, 
Germany, in I8Ss. Ritter finally drifted 
back tuo America, coming here thre« 
months ago.

The World Over. . 


Vienna, Feb. 11.—A stery of whole- 
sale marder has reached bere from a 
small village in Hungary. It appears 
that there were a large number of 
wives In the village who were desirous 
of ridding themselves of their hue- 
bands. Eighteen of them procured 
potson, which they administered to 
their husbands with fatal results. The 
marders have caused the greatest ex- 
citement among the peasants, to 
which class the women and victims 
belonged. 

London, Feb. 11.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette says that there is reason to be- 
lieve that the governmert of te 
Britain regards the dispatch of the 
Greck tlotilla to Crete as a very serious | 
matter and it will likely involve the 
gravest consequences. No intimation 
of the intentions of Greece was con- 
veyed to any of the powers.  Prepara- 
tions tocarry them into effect were | 
carefully kept a secret. It may be 
contidentially expected that Lord Sal-! 
isbury will adopt a tirm attitude and 
that immediate and vigorous steps 
Will be taken to neutralize the effect 
of Greece's action. 

The parliamentary secretary for the 
foreign office, Geo. N. Curzon, answer- 
ing a question inthe House of Com- 
mens concerning the troubles at Crete, 
said that the British consular reports 
showed 700 Christians on the Heights 
of Halepa and an unknewn number 
westward. It is said that the general 
tenor of reports indicates that the 
Christians of that district were rather 
the assailants than the attacked. 

Curzon said that the British naval 
commander in Cretan waters cabled 
on Sunday that an agreement had 
been made by which no furthur ad- 
vanees would be made. The govern- 
ment had no information showing that 
the Turkish authorities spread or en- 
couraged the Mussulmans. 

A Hosseines mob has forcibly 
seized the rifles in the arsenal a Cun- 
dia. two Turkish guarda being killed 
in the affair. 

Later advices from Canea show that 
six Christians have been killed or 
wounded in fighting around the con- 
vent at Christopyhi, near Canea and 
ten Mussulmans killed.
